$1,370,000 FOR BOOKS 

UBLISHERS should be most keenly in- 
Precresed in the figures which are set forth 

in the new budget for the American Li- 
brary Association. Every one of the seven 
associations who are joining in the great fall 
campaign for 170 million dollars were obliged 
to submit to the general headquarters a care- 
fully made budget to show when and why the 
money is to be needed. The three and a half 
millions needed by the A. L. A. War Service 
seems but a small item compared to the sums 
needed by the Y. M. C. A. and others, but 
the figures are for all that impressive and 
those that bear on the book buying expendi- 
tures are extremely important to the book- 
trade. 

Publishers know by this time the direction 
of A. L. A. War Library buying and have 
been feeling the heavy demands made on their 
stocks, but new books as well as old will be 
included in these big purchases and on many 
items the quantities to be ordered will have 
a very marked effect on manufacturing 
problems. 

Here is their estimate of probable expendi- 
tures for books for the 12 months beginning 
December 1, 1918 :—

While there is no general contract with the 
publishers of the books, the common under- 
standing is for a 50% discount on the general 
lists and 25% discount on the educational 








lists. At such rates this expenditure might 
be expected to purchase books that would 
list at about $2,500,000, perhaps a ‘otal of 
nearly 2,000,000 volumes. This means very 
real problems in the manufacturing depart- 


| ments of the publishers affected, problems of 


keeping up the supplies of the old titles that 
have found a place on the A. L. A. lists, and 
in planning for heavy drafts from this source 
on the stocks of new titles. 

The War Library Service expended $366,- 
000 on books in nine months to August Ist, 
or at the rate of about $500,000 a year. With 
the expenditures nearly tripled for the 12 
months following December first, the effect 
on the book market will be of the greatest 
importance.

THE PAPER SITUATION 

HE Federal Trade Commission report 
[on August consumption shows that 1031 

publications used 97,000 tons of news- 
print paper; 476 weekly and monthly period- 
icals used 29,000 tons of book paper; 70 book 
publishers used 2563 tons of book paper. The 
77 mills reported on produced about 70,000 
tons of book paper in August, that is these 
large publishers use 3 2-3% of the book 
paper produced at present. Such government 
figures make the book publishing business 
seem a small enterprise in the printing work, 
and one cannot but feel that the heavy econ- 
omies in paper ought to be made elsewhere. 


BONDS AND TAXES 


Written exclusively for the PuBLISHERS’

War makes heavy demands on the treasur- 
ies of nations. This war, with its tremendous 
forces of men under arms, its long battle 
line and the hitherto unheard-of engines of 
destruction which modern science has pro- 
duced, is vastly more expensive than any pre- 
vious conflict in the history of mankind. 
Capital—the accumulated riches of the earth 
—is being used up at an_ unprecedented 
rate. > f 
A nation has two ways of raising funds— 
by taking money and by borrowing it; that 
is, by taxation and by bond issues. The 
United States is using both methods. Theo- 
rists differ as to the degree to which these 
methods should be applied. This country be- 
gan by fairly heavy taxes, which, as the need 
for money has increased, have been made 
much heavier both as to individuals and busi- 


/ nesses. 
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But it is obvious that there is a point be- 
vond which taxation may not go, lest the 
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sources of the income be destroyed. A tax 
which eats up all, or all but a small part, of 
the profits of a business leaves scant incen- 
tive to the carrying on of that business. It 
discourages initiative—the desire for enlarge- 
ment of trade; and it handicaps industry 
by leaving too little margin for improvement 
and extension of enterprises. So the Govern- 
ment has endeavored, while taxing heavily, to 
tax wisely—to take the bulk of war profits 
and a fair share of all profits, but not to in- 
jure the vast business fabric of the country. 
Consequently, as its need for money has 
grown with the development of war activi- 
ties, it has become necessary to borrow more 
money—to issue larger Liberty Loans. 


Liberty Bonds, therefore, express to the 
business interests of the country the Gov- 
ernment’s policy of fair dealing. To the 


general public, which can only live and thrive 
as the industry and commerce of the land 
prosper, they represent the Government’s in- 
tention to make business help pay for the 
war, but not to disable it or to destroy it 
by extreme taxation. 

Bonds are a means of deferring payment 
of a debt. Liberty Bonds mean that the pres- 
ent generation is not to be called on to pay 
the entire cost of this unsought war, both in 
blood and in money. Future generations will 
reap benefits from the victory which the 
United States is helping to win, and it is 
only fair that they should pay, in part, for 
the years of peace and protection and ad- 
vanced democracy which must follow that 
victory. 

These are two important phases of the sig- 
nificance of Liberty Bonds to the nation. The 
immediate importance of a prompt and liberal 
subscription to the Fourth Liberty Loan must 
be apparent to all good Americans. With- 
out this money the Government would be un- 
able to stand behind our soldiers at the 
front. They might fall short of food and 
the vast array of stores which they must have 
if they are to keep vigorous and move swiftly 
to victory. 

While they are fighting we at home must 
he working and saving to produce the goods 
and the money for carrying the war to a 
successful conclusion. Hence on all grounds 
we must see to it that the Fourth Liberty 
loan goes over the top with a swing. 


THE FOURTH LIBERTY LOAN 


A meeting of the New York committee for 
publishers and booksellers was. held on Mon- 
day noon, Sept. 23rd, at the Players Club, 
where the members were the guests of Mr.

A letter to all publishers and booksellers 
has been sent out and arrangements have been 
made for a thoro canvass of the trade by 
members of the committee and their assist- 
ants. The amount raised by the publishers 
and booksellers in the Third Loan was §1.- 


| 437,930. As the Fourth Loan will be double 


the amount of the Third, the 
committee is $2,880,000.

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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE MAP 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 
IN THE U. S&S. 


In a report reviewing general business con- 
ditions the Committee on Statistics and 
Standards of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, headed by A. W. Douglas 
of St. Louis, points out that tho manufactur- 
ing plants are fully employed great difficulty 


is experienced in obtaining sufficient cars, 
ISbor and materials. Reduction of styles in 
manufactured products, it is set forth, has 


been welcomed by manufacturers as’ well as 
by merchants as a necessary conservation of 
manpower and materials. 

Mining operations are in full blast but the 
industry is suffering from the labor and trans- 
portation shortage. 

The lumber industry is doing well but is 
hampered by lack of cars and labor. Kindred 
industries such as building and construction, 
however, are virtually at a standstill. It is 
pointed out that ultimately the lack of con- 
struction operations and other developments 
must be felt to a greater degree by lumber 
producers, 

Labor, the report declares, _ not 
eficient as compared with normal times, due 
largely to calling to the colors of experienced 
help and the substitution of unskilled labor 
which has a tendency to shift from one occu- 
pation to another. The situation is marked 
by the steadily increasing employment oi 
women which also is said to be bringing de- 
creased efficiency and increased cost of pro- 
duction.

“The general belief,” the report sets forth, 


“inclines to the conviction that business will 
continue much as now during the war with 
possible accentuation of still higher prices, ot 
less buying of luxuries and of greater econ- 
omy in some directions.”

STILL MORE BOOKS NEEDED 


With the October campaign for funds just 
ahead the American Library Association cau 
not stress as much as they would like the 
urgent need that they have right now for 
more books as gifts from the public. The 
hookseller should become the more active in 
keeping this need in the minds of book 
buyers. 

Here is a paragraph from a letter to camp 
librarians, dated August 28th: 

“We need gift books by the thousands for 
shipment overseas. If you have more in your 
library than you are using right now, please 
report that fact to Headquarters in order that 
we may send you shipping instructions. We 
must not hold books in reserve for possible 
use in American camps four or five months 
from now when they are actually needed for 
shipment to France right now.” 

The hospital libraries must be increased in 
size and number rapidly. This means a very 
present need for more books of entertain- 
ment and diversion. The bookseller knows 
well the kind of books these men want and 
should be unremitting in his efforts to sell 
more hooks to be used for this purpose. The 
War Service Library bookplates will help such 
selling along. The appeal for help is coming 
strong and personal from the A. L. A. head- 
quarters and the book-trade should not fail 
them at this juncture. 

The activity of Grosset and Dunlap in back- 
ing up these appeals of the A. L. A. is worthy 
of commendation. They have supplied their 
travelers with a list of every bookseller who 
is in the vicinity of a hospital library and put 
it up to them to give the dealer full knowl- 
edge of this peculiar need and opportunity. 
Such word of mouth propaganda ought to 
start up the seiling everywhere.
